It also means a ‘a city’, ‘a town’, as the 
last member of compounds, e.g. 'Jlahabad', faizabad’ &c. 

siatt Abadi a. Cultivated ; fit for cultivation. (P). Abadi 
‘cultivation’, ‘land brought under cultivation’. 

eiaia Abir n. The red powder used in the holi festival. (A). 
‘abir ‘saffron powder’. (The origin of the word shows 
that perfumed powder of saffron was used in this merry 
festival. e.g. ‘934 Fast Sef ehm where 3q means 
‘dust of Kashmerian saffron’). 

atari Amdani n. Import; income. (P). Amdani ‘income’, 
‘import’ from the verb Amadan ‘to come’. 

Ammoktàr n. An authorised attorney. (A). 

‘Amm ‘general’ (from ‘Amma ‘to be common’) and 

mukhtar ‘an attorney’. 

BACASAaAataA Ammoktarnama n. A deed of general power 
of attorney. (P). ‘Ammukhtarnama ‘a deed or letter of 
general power of attorney.'

holds of Bengal]. 

atita Amir a. Rich; noble. (A) Amir lit. ‘A commander’ ; 
‘a governor, ‘a prince’. Hence ‘a person of rank, 
distinction or wealth’, ‘a noble-minded man’. 

Staal Amiri a. Princely ; dignified. (A). Amiri ‘princely’, 
‘grand’, ‘magnificent’. e.g. ‘satii pie, "13131 cere’ | 
It is also used as an abstract noun in the sense of 
'erandeur', ‘authority, ‘show of affluence or dignity’.

‘breadth’, ‘width’. 

atası Ay: n. A petition; a request. (A). ‘Arz ‘to bring 


forward’, ‘to solicit earnestly’ (cf. English , ‘urge’). ‘Arzt 
‘a petition’, ‘a representation’, ‘a written statement’. 
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sfaql tfa zal ‘to file a suit’, ‘to submit a written 
statement’. 

Sante Ardali n. An attendant of a superior officer to 
carry orders or messages. (E) Orderly.

stanji Arsā n. A courtyard (A). ‘Arsa ‘arsat ‘area, open 
area of a house’, ‘a courtyard’. 

Aram ‘ease’, ‘rest’, 
‘comfort’, ‘health’, ‘recovery of normal health after 
illness’. 

SlastSal Alkatra n. Coal-tar. (A + G) Algatra (gały ‘to fall 
in drops) Liquid pitch.
